Vlnegarad Cherries Serve Ae One of 

the Beat of Rallahse— Salmon 
Chowder Luncheon Fare For 

tha Hot Weather. 

Vlnegared Cherries— One quart ol 
more stoned cherries, sugar and vin- 
egar. Cover cherries with vlneger 
and let remain 24 hours. Drain off 
the vinegar and to every cup cherriei 
add % cup of granulated Bugar. Stir 
the mixture dally until sugar Is dls 
solved, Lay away In covered stone 
crock and use an a relish. 

Salmon Chowder. — Three medium 
sized potatoes, >4 can tomatoes, H 
can salmon, one onion, one heaping 
tablespoon salt, dash pepper, chopped 
parsley, one tablespoon flutter, bice 
and parboil potatoes. Add tomatoei 
and chopped onion and cook 6 min- 
utes. Add Batman flaked In pieces, 
seasoning and butter, and enough 
milk to make the chowder. Serve 
very hot with crackers. 

Good Boston Brown Bread. — One 
cup corn meal, one cup Graham flour, . 
one cup rye flour, % tablespoon soda, 
two cups cold water, % cup raisins, 
M tableBpoon Balt. Mix thoroughly. 
Steam In buttered pall two hours, 
then bake one hour. 

Cheese Dainty. — One-half pound 
cream cheese, one tableBpoon butter 
Juice of small onion, one tablespoon 
chopped parsley, two tablespoon Wor 
cestershlre sauce, pinch cayenne. MIX 
thoroughly, mold Into balls, serve on 
lettuce leaves with French dressing. 

Raisin Cake. — One cup sugar, Vt 
cup butter, one whole egg, yolks of 
two, 2-3 cup sweet milk, two cups 
flour, % tablespoon flour, one table- 
Bpoon cream tartar, one tablespoon 
vanilla. Filling — Whites of two eggs 
beaten stiff, one cup chopped raisins, 
one tablespoon sugar, pinch cloves, 
few drops lemon, ice with white icing 

Old-Fsshloned Rhubarb Pis. 

Make a rich paBtry, using only but- 
ter far shortening. After lining s 
deep pie pan with the pastry, which 
should be rolled out thin, wash the 
rhubarb in cold water, cut It in half 
inch pieces without peeling it Lay 
the pieces on the crust till it is well 
covered, then sprinkle over the layer 
a generous layer of sugar. Repeat this 
process till the dish is well filled and 
piled In a well-rounded mound toward 
the center. Have the top layer of sugar 
Roll out the top crust, make BeveraJ 
cuts In the center of lt_ Wet the edge 
of the lower crust with cold water, 
then carefully turn the upper crust 
over the rolling pin and lay it on top 
Lift the pan with a sharp knife, trim 
the edgeB of the crust, cutting from 
you. With the side *of your thumt 
press the edges of the crust together 
all around the pan. Place the pie in a 
moderate oven and let It bake till o 
nice golden brown. Then remove II 
from the oven, dust It over the Burface 
with powdered sugar and stand the pie 
to cool. 

Mending Wire Door. 

There Is much more general screen- 
ing of doors and windows nowadays 
because it has become known gener 
ally that flieB are dangerous germ 
carriers. Bronze and copper wire If 
said to be the most durable, but if a 
bole appears, cut a piece the BamE 
shape but about two incheB larger all 
around, unravel the edges, place ovei 
the part to be mended, and weave in 
and out through every other bole, be 
ing very carerul not to break the 
wires. Keep the wires smooth and 
straight, and when the weaving Is fin 
(shed, hammer the Burface to give aD 
added smoothness Wire netting If 
excellent for mending the bottoms ol 
upholstered chairs. It may be Be 
cure I)’ fastened around the edges by 
double-headed tackB and over ttaf 
springs, then neatly covered with 
thick muslin. 

French Tea Cream. 

Scald one quart of cream, take from 
the fire, add one teaspoonful of any 
prefejTed kind o* tea. atlr for an In 
Btant, cover closely for bIx minutes 
then strain. Return to the fire In a 
double boiler with five eggs and five 
tablespoonfulB of sugar beaten to 
gether and added to It. and stir until 
as thick as cuytard. Take from the 
fire, add one box of gelatin which has 
been Boaked in ’ one cupful of cold 
water and Btlr until dissolved. Strain 
Into a wetted mold und set away until 
firm. Serve with whipped cream. 

Salad Sandwiches, 

Salad sandwiches Include any salad 
In which meat and lettuce or any 
other salad green are combined A 
small piece of crisp green Bhould be 
placed on each slice of buttered bread 
The lettuce may be sprinkled with a 
dash of salt and pepper and spread 
lightly with mayonnaise or French 
dressing. The slice of meat should 
be placed on one piece of lettuce, the 
other lettuce covered piece of bread 
should be put on lop and the whole 
pressed firmly together before trim 
ming and cutting. 

Covering the Glass Door. 

Possibly you have tired of the 
white curtain at the front door. If so. 
then by all means cover the glass 
with one of the paper coverings that 
can be pasted to the glass, and which 
reflects the same lights as a genuine 
glass door. The paper is more fash 
louable than curtains. The deep ruby, 
green and yellow papers are beat for 
the purpose. This paper may be also 
used to cover stairway and hall wlu-

METHOD8 OF PUTTING UP AL- 
WAYS POPULAR APPLE. 


Sinned, They Are a Welcome Addi- 
tion to the Cold Weather Menu — 
Preserved Crab Apple — Ingre- 
dients with Apple Butter. 

Canned Apples — Peel one-half peck 
tart apples, cut them in quarters 
md remove cores; as soon aa pre- 
pared, put the apples Into cold water 
m which the Jfilce of one lemttn has 
been added. Have ready five plnta of 
tyrup, put the apples Into five quart 
lars, fill them up with the syrup, close 
lightly, and place the Jars In a boiler 
with the water coming to wthln an 
inch of the top of them, and cook 
ibout twenty "minutes. 

For the ayrup, put three and one- 
naif pounds of sugar and two and 
ane-half pints of water In a preserv- 
ing kettle, stirring until nearly bell- 
ing and always removing the scum 
that rises. Use as directed. 

Preserved Crab Apple — Remove 
:orcB from two quarts of sound crab 
apples, using a small apple coror; 
then immediately drop the apples Into 
?old water to keep them from dlscol- 
cHng. Put Into a preserving kettle 
two pounds of sugar and one pint of 
water; let the Byrup boll a few min- 
utes, removing scum the while, and 
tlieit put In the apples, letting them 
boil until tender without losing shape. 
Put the appIeB carefully into Jars, fill 
these up with the syrup, Beal and set 
away. 

Apple Butter — Wash and cut up 
without peeling one-half peck of tart 
apples; put them in a preserving 
tettle, adding one quart of cider; cover 
ibe kettle and boll the fruit until ten- 
der. When cooked, remove the 
fruit from the fire and rub it through 
a sieve; return the pulp to the kettle, 
place it over a Blow fire and boll it 
thirty minutes, stirring all the while. 
Thbn measure the pulp, and to each 
quait put two cupfuls of sugar; also 
add one-half teaspoonful each of 
ground cloves and cinnamon and boll 
twenty minutes, put the sauce Into 
(■tone or glaBs jars and seal them 
tightly. 

Apple Sweet — Peel and cut onfi- 
lialf peck of large sweet apples Into 
halves or quarters and drop them at 
once into cold water; then place them 
la a preserving kettle, covering them 
only with water, and boll until tender. 
Then remove the apples from the 
kc-ttle and lay the pieces so ns not to 
break them up on a large flat platter. 

In the meanwhile place two pounds 
of sugar and two pints of water over 
the Are, adding the Juice and peel of : 
i wo large lemons. When the syrup 
bollb put In the apples and cook them 
five minutes more. Fill the Jars with 
syrup after the apples are m them 
and seat. 

Ginger Apples. — Peel one-half peck 
gf medium-sized tart apples and cut 
there Into quarters; remove cores and 
drop apples at once Into cold water, 
adding the Juice of one lemon. Pick 
over and wash two ounces of green 
ginger and then cut It up into small 
pieces. 

Place the preserving kettle with 
three pounds of sugar and one quart 
of water over the fire, drop in the gin- 
ger and boil five minutes; then put 
In the apples and cook them until a 
straw will pierce them easily Re- 
move the apples with great care from 
the kettle and put them In the same 
manner Into the jars, continuing to 
boil the syrup for ten minutes after 
the fruit has been taken out. Fill the 
jars to overflowing with the syrup, 
cover, and set them upside down until 
cold. Instead of green ginger, one- 
half ounce of tincture of ginger may 
be UBed. 

Help In Peeling Onions. 

The me'rest brieflet from a Chicago 
coworker takes another pebble (and 
not a tiny bit!) out of the path. 

"Before beginning to peel onions, 
grease your finger tips liberally with 
butter or lard or dripping. Then grasp 
the knife and go on with the dreaded 
Job! Not a trace of odor from the 
onion or garlic will cling to your 
hands, provided, of course, that you 
avoid handling the onion with any 
part of them except the fingers. 

Banana Soup. 

Mash bIx ripe bananas, then rub 
them through a sieve; add twice aB 
much cold milk, sweeten to taBte, add 
a pinch of Balt and the grated rind of 
one lemon; bring to boiling point, then 
add one heaping teaspoonful of arrow 
root or cornBtarch mixed smooth with 
a little cold milk; Btlr till boiling, then 
allow to cook for eight minutes, stir 
ring constantly; let cool, then add two 
tablespoonfuls of lemon Juice and 
place on ice. Serve in bouillon cups 

Canned Pineapple Fritters. 

Drain the slices of plaearplc from 
the sirup in the can; Bprlnkle with 
kirsch and let stand an hour, then dry 
on a cloth- Dip the slices, one at a 
time. In fritter batter aud fry In deep 
fat to a delicate amber tint. Drain 
on soft paper. Serve at once with a 
hot sauce made of the sirup from the 


Baked Potatoes. 

Thoroughly wash 12 good sited po- 
tatoes. make a few small slits In them, 
but do not peel Place in a paper 
bag with one tablespoon of water; 
cook from 40 to 50 mtnutea, according 
to g!z* 

Vinegar for Lamp Burnar*. 

Boll your lamp burners in wank- 
aned vinegar to clean them and the 
light will be much clearer-

NOf EVADING LAW 

Mayor Hatfield Stales Policy of City On 
Tuberculosis Hospital Law 

While considerable notoriety has 
been given the attitude of the City of 
Newton in regard to the law requir- 
ing the establishment of a hospital for 
tuberculosis, the situation ns outlined 
in the Boston papers Is hardly fair to 
our city authorities. 

The act in question was passed in 
1912 and in December, the state board 
of health called attention to the mat- 
ter. In his address to (he aldermen 
in January, Mayor Hatfield informed 
the hoard that he had taken the mat- 
ter up with the hoard of health and 
thj trustees of the Newton Hospital, 
and the latter appointed a committee 
to consult with the city In regard to 
the matter. That committee Is still 
at work and is endeavoring to reach a 
settlement similar to that under which 
the Hospital now operates the con- 
tagious wardB for smallpox, scarlet 
fever and diphtheria. This solution 
seems the most practical aB the law, 
while requiring the establishment of a 
hospital falls to give the health board, 
any authority to require tubercular 
patients to go to such an institution. 
It would hardly be common sense to 
require the erection of a building to 
which no one might go. At the hear- 
ing given by the Legislative commit- 
tee last Tuesday at the State House, 
Mayor Hatfield gave these facts and 
added that several slteB for a hospital 
had been suggested but as soon as the 
neighborhood had learned of the sug- 
gestions, immediate protests bad been 
made. There are but few cases of 
tuberculosis In Newton, and a large 
number of those reported have been 
placed in the Btate sanitorlums. May- 
or Hatfield called attention to the law 
which allows a city which doesn’t 
build a hospital to make other ar- 
rangements and Bald that the Newton 
board of health had such an agree- 
ment with the Waltham Hospital. 
President Blakemore and City Solici- 
tor Slocum Bpoke In a similar vein. 

After the Newton men had left the 
committee room, Mrs. Lucy Bradley 
of the Boston dispensary told of a 
wandering alcoholic, whom she claim- 
ed was a resident of New’ton, who wan 
in an advanced stage of the disease, 
and whb had been at the dispensary 
several times during the past four 
years. 

The attitude or the city is not in 
opposition to the law requiring a hos- 
pital, but to endeavor to achieve the 
desired result with the greatest effi- 
ciency and economy. It would be ab- 
surd for the city to erect and equip 
a hospital for tuberculosis, and pro- 
vide nurses and physicians, when »i 
Is certainly feasible to make a satis- 
factory arrangement with the New’ton 
Hospital for another building on their 
grounds, which could be operated as 
the present scarlet fever and diphther- 
ia wards are conducted at the present 
time.

Housewife. 

Mint Sauoe— To be nerved with 
Bpring lamb. Three UbleBpoonfula 
vinegar; two tablespoonfuls mint; one 
tableBpoonful sugar; one tablenpoonful 
aalt. Mix ten mlnutee before ubIiir. 

Creamed Cucumber Sauce — For 
planked or boiled fish. Peel, cut into , 
halves and remove needB from bIx cu- 
cumbers. Grate them and drain until 
perfectly dry. Add to the grated cu- 
cumber one grated onion. Juice of one 
lemon, one-half teaspoonful of snlt, 
pepper and fold In one-half cup of 
whipped cream. Serve at once 

A Summer Dessert Called “Six 
ThreeB”~-To be frozen: Three cup- 
fuls of Bugar, three cupfulB cream, 
three cupfuls water, three bananas : 
(cruBhed), three oranges (juice), three 
lemons (juice). 

Marshmallow Pudding — The whites 
of three eggB. beaten stiff, one-half 
cupful cold water, one-half cupful boil- 
ing water, one cupful sugar, one table- 
spoonful gelatin, one teaspoonful fiar 
vorlng. Soak gelatin in cold water un- ; 
til soft. Add sugar and flavoring, 
then boiling water. When mixture b& 
gins to set pour over the beaten egg 
whites and beat conetantly for 20 min- 
utes. Then put Into molds to set. 

Mayonnaise Dressing — One-half cup- 
ful sugar, one tableBpoonful flour, 
mix; one half cupful milk, three and 
one-half teaBpoonfula salt, three- 
fourths cupful vinegar, balance water; 
one level teaapoonful mustard; three 
well beaten eggs; lump of butter size 
of an egg. When cool, add whipped 
cream. 

Potato Salad-— Cut into Bmall dices 
six large boiled potatoes, add two 
Btalks celery cut Into small pieces, one 
cucumber and one-fourth onion, 
mtnerd; three hard boiled eggs, sliced; 
salt and pepper and juice of one lem- 
on. Pour mayonnaise over this and 
mix thoroughly. 

SERVE THIS AT LUNCHEON 

Eclairs WRh FreBh Strawberries Will 
Be Appreciated by the Family 
or Guests. 

Cream puffs and eclairs filled with 
the freBh strawberries crushed and 
sweetened, Instead of the usual cream 
filling are among the delightB of the 
season: To make the eclairs, put into 
a granitewaye saucepan, one cup milk, 
two ro^ded .tablespopQfulB of butter, 
and a fablespoonful of sugar. Set over 
the fire. 

When this mixture boils up, stir in 
a cup of sifted flour (heaped and 
cook for two minutes, beating con- 
tinually with a wooden Bpoon. By 
this i time It ^should .be spacoth and 
velvety, T&fce from the stove and 
cool. 

When coolant in four eggs, one at 
a time. Beat' t vigorously for at least 
20 mitiiiteB; ; TeBt by putting a bit of 
the paste In the oven. If it puffB up 
in the form of a hallow ball, It is 
beaten enough. If not, beat a little 
longer. 

Have ready a tapering tin tube with 
the leBBed opening about three-quar- 
ters of an Inch in diameter. Insert 
this in the email end of a cotton bag 
and put the, paste in the bag. Now 
press out on buttered tins, having each 
eclair about three Inches in length. 
Keep them well apart 

Bake about 25 minutes in a mod- 
erate oven. Take out, and while still 
warm, coat with a strawberry icing 
made by adding to a cupful of con- 
fectioner’s sugar enough strawberry 
Juice to make a fine icing. 

A few* drops of lemon juice may also 
be added. When cold, cut open on 
the side and fill with the berries 
crushed and sweetened. 

Laundry Bag. 

Do not have a frail, light-colored, 
fancy laundry bag for your wash- 
woman to tuke with her. For this 
purpose make one out of some very 
Btrong black cotton goods and line It 
with hop sacking, says the Washing- 
ton Herald. Sew up a long, doubled j 
strip of the goods a half inch wide ; 
and fasten the center of this strip 
to the top of the bag, so that you 
can wind It around and around and 
tie it securely, as a housekeeper ties 
the top of a flour Back. TMb bag 
will stand hard wear. 

Hints on Making of Cakes. 
Always have the pan ready for the 
cake, A toothpick is best for trying 
a cake to see if jt Is done. Keep a 
box of the little wooden akewere In 
the pantry cupboard for this purpose, 
j They are much better than the broom 
straws our mothers used for the pur- 
pose. 

If there 1 b any danger of forgetting 
about tlie cake after it is put in the 
oven, hung u cardboard sign on the 
oven door, as some cookB do, to warn 
against forgetting the cake. 

Baked Mince Roll. 

Use any scraps of cold meat, tongue, 
ham, etc. Pans through a mincing ma- 
chine and add to It a third of fine 
bread crumbs. Season with good 
gravy, chopped parBley, pepper and 
salt. Beat an egg and add to the mix- 
ture. Muke a nice, short crust, roll 
out and lay the meat on it; fold pas- 
try over so as to form a roll. Buka 
29 minutes Serve with brown gravy. 

Ink Stains Removed. 

I find that ink stains on garments 
can be soaked out with a mixture 
of salt and milk. UBe a toaspoonrul 
of salt to nearly a half glass of inllk. 
This solution can be used for either 
white or colored fabrics; but If the 
ink has been allowed to dry it will 
be necessary to soak the stained part 
in the milk for an hour or two

TDK NKWTON SCHOOL REPORT 

The Elementary School Teacher for 
September has the following com 
meat on the recent annual report of 
tho school committee of Newton. 

The Annual Report of Mr. F. K. 
Spaulding, superintendent of the 
schools of Newton, Massachusetts, 1ms 
just appeared. In this report, he not 
only holds to the high stniidnrd set by 
his reports for several yenrs past, but 
here surpasses his own previous best 
work In many ways. So fnr ns it goes 
—ft ml rs compared with tho usual re- 
port it coes a very long way — it is n 
model of whnl a school report should 
be. It is n publicity message from the 
superintendent of the city schools to 
his constituency which shows simply, 
accurately, nnd clearly Just what the 
schools are attempting, where the em- 
phases are being placed, where the 
moneys nre being expended, where 
economies nre being attempted, and 
the plans Hint nre being made for tin* 
future. 

The report presents certain ques- 
tions In terms thnt the layman can 
understand; It answers those that the 
superintendent is expected to answer, 
and presents the facts needed by the 
layman for answering the questions 
asked of him. Some of the question* 
are: What are the Newton schools try- 
ing to do? With what success? Do 
you approve their policy? Is it carried 
out economically? Is it administered 
efficiently? Can we afford to continue 
11? Can we nfford not to continue It? 

Mr. Spaulding prefaces the chapter 
which deals with the efficiency or the 
schools with a statement that Is re- 
markable far its practical nnd sclen- 
tin'- — the two are one — modernity: 

“The progressive improvement of a 
school system demands that the roi- 
lowlng essentials of scientific manage- 
ment be applied incessantly: (1) the 
measurement and comparison of com- 
parable results; (2) the analysis and 
comparison of conditions under which 
given results are secured — especially 
of the means and time employed in 
securing given results; (3) the con- 
sistent adoption and use of those 
means that justify themselves most 
fully by their results, abandoning 
those that fall so to justify themselves. 
The measurement of measurable edu- 
cational results by suitable standards 
need limit those results to the dimen- 
sions of the standards no more than 
the measurement of a cV lid’s height 
limits his growth to the dimensions of 
the yard-stick." 

As our profession carries out the 
implications of these principles, we 
shall during the process develop edu- 
cational science to the degree thnt will 
permit for educational labor that ot 
which we now hear much and see lit- 
tle, namely, scientific management.

Plmola and cheese Balad 1 b a favor- 
ite. the green and white with bits of 
red making a color combination espe- 
cially attractive. Take two dozen pl- 
molas and chop them floe, if you can 
not get the pimolas, pit two dozen 
ollvce and mince them with a can of 
pimentoes. Take three large balls of 
cream cheese and beat In the plmolaB 
thoroughly. Press the cheese into a 
mold and Bet It on the ice. When it 
is ready to Berve turn the cheese out 
on a bed of letture leaves, then Bllce 
the mixture and pour mayonnaise or 
French dressing over it. 

Spiced Cheese Salad. — Another de- 
licious cheese salad ie made by work 
Ing the yolk of a hard boiled egg 
smooth In a bowl, then adding half a 
pound of old cheese that has been 
grated and mixed with one-half tea- 
spoonful each of Balt, sugar, red pep 
per and prepared mustard. Beat in one 
tablespoonful of olive oil, and, lastly 
the same amount of vinegar that has 
stood half an hour on a thin Bllce ol 
onion. This salad is delicious in it 
self, but if you can add a cupful ol 
minced chicken or veal to it it is even 
better. GarnlBh with circles of the 
white of the egg or with parsley. Serve 
very cold with salted crackers or with 
lettuce sandwiches. 

Cheese Balls. — Cheese balls are very 
nice to Berve with most green saladB. 
Whip the whites of three eggs to a 
stiff froth with one-half teaspoonful of 
sail. Stir In three cupfuls of grated 
cheese and a dash of pepper. Form 
the paste Into ballB the size of wal- 
nuts. roll them in sifted bread crumbs, 
fry In hot fat, drain and serve very 
hot. 

Cheese Fritter®. — Cheese fritters are 
made by cutting three ounces of 
choose into small pieces and rubbing 
each of them to a smooth paste with 
one teaspoonful of very finely chopped 
cooked ham, three teaspoonfuls of sift- 
ed bread crumbs, into which one tea- 
spoonful of dry mustard haB been 
mixed; butter the size of an egg and 
the yolk of one egg well beaten. Shape 
the paste Into balls the size of a wal- 
nut, dip It Into fritter batter and drop 
into hot fat Fry until a delicate 
brown, drain on brown paper and serve 
Immediately. 

Cheese and Rice.— Cold boiled rice 
can be used in another good luncheon 
or breakf&Bt dish. Butter a baking 
dish and put a layer of rice In it, then 
one of cheese either grated or cut into 
little bits. Sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per, put in another layer of rice and 
?heese and cover the dish with bread 
crumbs. Pour one-half cupful of rich 
milk or cream over the rice and bake 
for 30 minutes in a hot oven or until it 
Is nicely browned. 

Cream Toast With Cheese.— 
Creamed toast with cheese is hot 
toast liberally sprinkled with grated 
cheese, then baked until the cheese is 
golden brown. Put the toast on a hot 
platter and pour a thick white sauce 
over it. The proportions to observe in 
making sauce for this purpose are two 
level tablespoonfuis of flour and a 
heaping tablespoonful of butter to 
each quart of milk. 

Plum Cake. 

Beat one pound of butter to a 
cream, mix it with three well-beaten 
eggs, two poundB of best flour, one 
pound of currants, one pound of sugar, 
five heaped teaspoons of baking pow- 
der and a pinch of salt; mix rather 
lightly with lukewarm milk. Put the 
dough into buttered tins Mid bake im- 
mediately. This cake is very good, but 
does not improve with keeping more 
than a day or two. Time to bake, one 
or two hours, according to the size of 
the. tins. Sufficient for two or three 
cakes. 

Lemon Jelly. 

Six lemons, Juice of ull, grated peel 
of two; two lurge cups sugar; one 
package any good gelatine, soaked In 
two cups cold water; two glusBes sher- 
ry or white wine, one pint boiling wa- 
ter. Stir sugar, lemon Juice, peel and 
soaked gelatine together; cover for ay 
hour. Pour the boiling water over 
them; stir until the gelatine is quite 
melted; strain; add the wine; strain 
again through close flannel bag and 
pour into wet mould. 

Nut Cake. 

One cup butter, two cups sugar, 
three und one-half cups pastry flour, 
four eggs, one cup rulslns, one cup wal- 
nuts, one cup milk, vanilla to flavor. 
Creaju butter und sugar, add eggs, then 
three cups of the flour In which two 
teaspoons of baking powder have been 
sifted twice, udd the milk alternately 
with the flour, and lastly add the fruit 
and nuts chopped and dredged with 
the remaining half cup flour. Bake 40 
minutes.' 

To Wax Hard Wood Floors. 

Boil one-hulf pound of potash with 
the same weighted water and add one 
pound of beeswax; apply to the floor 
while hot. This makes an excelleul 
finish for any waxed work, such as in 
side finish of dwellings. 


Two Methods, Both of Whloh Have 
Their Exponents, Are Fully 
Explained. 

There Is probably no drink more re- 
freshing and certainly none that can 
be more attractively served than iced 
ten. It can be made before it Is need- 
ed and kept on hand, always chilled, 
in the ice box, or It can be made at s 
moment’s notice, provided there li 
plenty of Ice, plenty of fresh boiling 
water and the right sort of tea at 
hand. 

There are two methods of making 
iced tea, and both have their expon- 
ents, One says to put cracked ice In 
a glass and then put In a slice or so 
of lemon, and, if sweetness is liked, 
a sufficient number of lumps of sugar. 
Then make tea, rather Btrong, with 
freshly boiling water. After the’ wa- 
ter has stood on the grounds for four 
or five minutes, pour the tea on the 
Ice. A safeguard against broken 
glasses is to put a spoon in each glass. 
The spoon serves as a conductor of 
heat. 

The other method for making iced 
tea is more economical, for, according 
to it, the tea 1 b made and poured into 
a big bottle, fruit Jar or covered Jug 
or pitcher, when it is sufficiently 
strong, and then stood in the ice box 
until it is thoroughly chilled. Slices 
of lemon and sugar can be added be- 
fore or after it is served, and a little 
chopped Ice adds not only to the dell- 
ciousntres. but also to the sound of the 
tea — anil nothing Is more sugegstive 
of refreshment when the mercury Is 
climbing than the sound of tinkling 
Ice and glass. 

TO SERVE SUMMER DRINKS 

Dainty Sets of Iced Tea and Other 
Drinks Are Now Pound 
In Shepa. 

The Bftopkeepers are not Blow to 
realize that well-appointed services for 
iced tea will tempt the housekeeper 
who wishes to serve it correctly. Even 
if she does not Indulge In a whole set, 
she longs for at least a set of glasses 
or a set of iced tea spoons. 

The set contains, first of all, an iced 
teapot, which 1b shaped like & tall, 
narrow teapot, and is made of glass, 
with silver mountings. A lemon dish, 
a sugar dish and bucket for cropped 
ices are made to match. The iced tea 
glasses are made of fairly heavy glass, 
with handles attached well toward the 
bottom. 

A Bet consisting of a heavy Cister- 
cian waluut tray, an Iced teapot, an 
ice bucket, a sugar dish, a lemon hold- 
er and six glasses, all In. etched glass 
with silver mountings, and six sterling 
silver iced tea Bpoons coMt over $92 

A similar set In Colorilal glass costs 
$82. 

The set can be broken, however. 
The Colonial glasses cost, for half a 
dozen, $13.50. The spoooB, which are 
long and graceful and may be used for 
other cold drinks as well, cost $17.50 
a dozen in sterling silver. In the best 
quality of plated silver they cost from 
$3.60 to $5 a dozen. They are almost 
a necessity for the Biiiivner hostess, 
who realizes the inadequacy of the 
short teaspoon for the tall iced tea 
glass. 

Dutch Apple Cake. 

Mix one cupful of scalded milk, one- 
third cupful of butter, one-third cup 
ful of sugar, and one-third teaspoonful 
of salt. When lukewarm add one 
ycastcake, broken into Bmall pieces, 
two eggs, unbeaten and bread flour 
(once sifted) to make a soft dough 
Cover and let rise until mixture has 
nearly doubled Its bulk. Cut down 
beat thoroughly, cover and again let 
rise. Cut down, spread evenly in a 
buttered dripping pan. and brush over 
with melted butter. Wipe, pare, cut 
In eighths and remove cores from five 
apples. Press sharp edges of apple 
sections into the dough In parallel 
rows, lengthwise of pan. Mix one 
’fourth cupful of sugar and one-hall 
teaspoonful of cinnamon, and sprinkle 
over dough; then sprinkle with two 
teaspoonfulB of currants. Cover 
again let rise until light, nnd bake 
80 minutes 

Picnic for Twelve People. 

About three pounds cold salmon 
one nnd one-half pints mayonnaise 
sauce, two cucumbers, cold roast quar 
ter of lamb, cold mint sauce, twe 
chickens, fruit, tarts, tw-o custards 
Jellies or creams, two molds, twe 
quarts strawberries, one pint cream 
one-half pound cheese, one-half pound 
butter, two loaves of bread, one pound 
crackers, pepper, salt, mustard. What 
to drink Is individual taste and means 
— wine cup if desired, tea or coffee. 
Small cakes.

Passion for Airing Bedding Every Day 1 

la Paaaport to Clear Skin — Bed- 
making Not a Job for 
Children. 

That beds should be comfortable 
and sleeping rooms sanitary is admit- 
ted by everyone In view of the fact 
that we pass eight or nine hours out 
of every twenty-four in them. 

A passion for airing bedding thor- 
oughly every day Is almost a pass- 
port to a clear skin and good health. 
Housewives who are in the habit of 
making up their beds early In the 
moruing run the terrible rleka of ill- 
ness and are not as tidy as they think 
they are. 

This is because pounds of waste 
matter and insensible perspiration 
leave the body during sleep. This is 
absorbed by the jdght clothes, bedding 
and drapery In the room. It can only 
be dispelled by a current of fresh air, 
by washing and cleaning. 

MaldB cannot often be trusted tc 
air beds as painstakingly as the bouse 
mistress likes, therefore It la a good 
plan to aak each member of the fam- 
ily to remove the covers from theli 
oed before they leave their rooms in 
the morning. This only takes a mo- 
Tjent’B time and is a great factor In 
the family’s good health. 

Too often bed-making is relegated 
to the children of the family. If there 
are two of them this may answer, but 
It is not possible for one Bmall person 
to make a bed properly, unassisted, 
(n the first place, as 1 have Intimated, 
the mattresses should be turned back j 
to allow a circulation of air beneath 
them, and the covers laid over chairs 
before open windows. There la wis- 
dom In having hair mattresses and 
the best, quality of bedding, for it 
outl&Rts poor goods four to one and 
Is more comfortable. The mattress 
Bhouid be washed when dusty. 

After the mattress is in place laj 
on the pad, then the lower Bheet 
Sheets are usually made with a wid« 
hem at the top and a narrow one at 
the foot, but Borne persons prefei 
marking the top of the sheet with 
initials. It Is Important to have some 
way of telling which is the top and 
which the bottom. This under sheet 
Cannot be drawn too tightly nor too 
snugly tucked und* the mattress. 
Upon JtH smoothness and firmness de- 
pends the appearance and comfort of 
the completed bed. 

Now put on the upper sheet and 
coverlets and turn them down neatly. 
Tuck the sides and ends under .the 
smooth out every crease before put- 
ting on the upper spread. Marseilles 
spreads are still the handsomest of 
all. They do not crumple and fre- 
quent washings only Improve their 
snowy whiteness. Now come the pil- 
lows. Punch them with your flats and 
shake them until they seem full of 
fresh air and well puffed out. Now 
pat them Into shape and lay them in 
place with the open ends toward the 
sides of the bed. 

Shams and bolsters have gone out 
of fashion and we are glad of this, 
for they made much extra work, were 
never useful and seldom ornamental. 

When making sheets, cut them so 
they will be long enough to tuck be- 
neath the mattresB at least four j 
Inches, top and bottom. They should f 
extend well over the covers when the 
bed is made nnd turned down, not 
only to protect the comforts and 
quilts, but to keep the covers from 
touching the sleeper’s face. 

Steamed Chocolate Pudding. i 

One-half cup sugar, one teaspoon 
butter, one egg, one-half cup milk 
one cup flour, one square chocolate 
melted, one-half teaspoon cream tar 
tar, one-quarter teaspoon soda. Put 
In pudding boiler or tin pall. Steam 
one hour. 

Sauce. — Boll three-quarters of a 
pint of milk, one egg, one level tea 
spoon flour, fliree-eights cup sugar 
Mix and stir in the boiled milk and 
boil until as thick a8 thick cream 
Flavor with vanilla. 

Sponge Drops. 

Beat one whole egg and a yolk un 
til light, gradually beat iu three-quar 
ters cup sugar, a grating of lemon rind 
and one-quarter cup cold water; thet 
beat in three-quarters cup flour slftet 
again with one-quarter teaspoon sodi 
and a scunt level teaspoon of cream ol 
tartar. Drop on a buttered paper ant 
bake in a quick oven. Sift your flout 
once before measuring and again wit! 
soda und cream of tartar. 

Sweet Muffing. 

One-half cup of sugar, one dessert 
spoon of butter, two eggs. Break 
eggs, sugar and butter into a dish and 
beat with sugar and butter on* 
cup flour, one cup of K. 1. uhlti 
meal, three teuepoons of baking pow- 
der, good pinch of salt, milk enougk 
to make thick batter. Drop lut* 
gem pans and bake in quick oven. 

An Improvised Shady Spot. 

If there is no Bhady spot In the yard 
In which to dry colored clothes, suet 
as ginghams, pinning them upon thi 
shady side of a sheet hung double wfl 
prevent their fading. — Good House 
keeping.

PROGRESSIVES RECOGNIZER 

(Continued from Page t) 

on California street, James Hutchlnp 
for settlement for land taken for wi- 
dening River street tn 1988 and of the 
Edison Co. for relocation on Walnut 
street. 

On recommendation of committees 
$30 was paid for settling the claim of 
•trace M. Allen on account of dam- 
ages caused by sewer construction, 
$1665 additional was voted for Poor 
out of City Home, several grants of 
appropriations authorized, two unim- 
portant transfers made, and the new 
statute accepted allowing the city to 
refuse to appoint deputy election offi- 
cers. 

In opening the debate on the matter 
of confirmation or rejection of the 
election officers submitted by Mayor 
Hntfleld, Alderman Bemls stated that 
the Finance Committee by a vote of 3 
to 3 refused to recommend the $832 
necessary to pay the additional Pro- 
gressive representatives. It had 
seemed desirable to allow that party 
to be represented but the additional 
expense was unnecessary aB the law 
would allow the appointments of two 
men from each of the three leading 
parties. There would be no benefit to 
the city by confirming the two addi- 
tional men and the whole matter was 
largely one of Bentlment, The board 
could refuse to confirm the mayor's 
appointments of the Progressives, and 
accept the Republican and Democratic 
list, it could confirm Ihe Progressive 
appointeeB and select for confirmation 
one Republican and one Democratic 
Inspector from the list filed by the 
mayor or It could reject alt appoint- 
ments, with the understanding that 
the Mayor should submit a 2-2-2 list 
at the next meeting of the board. 

Alderman Winslow cited the aver- 
age vote of the three parties at the 
last election to show that the Pro- 
gressive party was entitled to repre- 
sentation altho he claimed that the 
Progressive leaders did not favor the 
additional expense to the city. 

Alderman Murphy Btated that he 
did not believe the Progressive party 
claimed that the ballots were unfairly 
counted and recalled the large vote 
cast by the Independence League a few 
years ago, and the refusal to recognize 
that party in this way, at that time. 
Mr. Murphy thought that our present 
I election officers were practically se- 
lected on a non-partisan basis and 
for efficiency only, and as In his opin- 
ion it was extremely doubtful whether 
the Progressive party ‘would be a 
party after the present year, he did 
not favor throwing our experienced 
election officers to make way for un- 
trained men. 

Alderman Richardson said that U 
the entire list was rejected the Mayor 
would have an opportunity to revise 
the entire list and if the Progressive 
party did not last, the old status could 
be resumed next year. 

The regular Republican and Demo- 
cratic list of election officers was then 
rejected, 15 to 2 and the Progressive 
liBt was also refused 16 to 1. 

The board adjourned at 9.56.

Mrs. Clementina Butler, a Former Missionary, 
Dies At Her Newton Centre Home 


Mrs. William Butler, aged 93, known 
throughout the country as "Mother 
Butler” and reputed to be the oldest 
missionary In the 'world, died at 3.30 
laBt Friday afternoon at her home, 30 
Crescent avenue, Newton Center, 

Mrs. Butler was the widow of the 
late Rev. William Butler, and the two 
spent practically their entire lives in 
preaching to the heathen In foreign 
countries. 

With her at the time of her death 
were her two daughters, Miss Clemen- 
tina Butler, with whom she made her 
I home, and MrB. William H. Thurber of 
Providence. Besides these two daugh- 
ters, she is survived by a son, Rev. 
John Butler, who Is at present In 
charge of the missions In Mexico which 
his parents founded. 

Mrs. William Butler had a most in- 
teresting career during the 93 years 
of her life. Born of English parents 
on Irish soil on July 30, 1820, with 
strong religious influences to bear 
upon her, the little maiden became a 
devout church worker. 

Her maiden name wbb Clementina 
Rowe, and the place of her birth was 
Wexford, Ire. When but a child past 
10 years, she became Immensely Inter- 
ested in missionary work, being made 
a collector In the Sunday school, 
which she attended for the mission- 
aries, and always looked back with 
considerable interest to the $60 which 
j she collected the first year, 
a Her wedding to Rev. William Butler 
did not occur until Nov. 23, 1866, he 
I not being ordained to the ministry 


until after his arrival In this country. 
The wedding took place In Portland, 
Me., and later the couple removed to 
Lynn. 

At this time Alexander DufT came 
to this country and pleaded with the 
Methodists to establish a mission In 
India. The sum of $7000 was pledged 
and Mr. and Mrs. Butler were chosen 
to establish the mission In an untouch- 
ed part of India. The couple sailed 
on April 8, 1866, being the pioneer 
missionaries of the MethodlBt Episco- 
pal Church In India. The mission 
which they established is now the 
largest in India, with the exception of 
that carried on by the Church Mission- 
ary Society of the Church of England. 

The ButlerB had chosen Bareilly, in 
Northern India for their home, and 
were JuBt beginning their work when 
they were forced to flee at the out- 
break of the Sepoy mutiny. Traveling 
day and night, through forests and 
jungles, In constant danger of wild 
beasts and from the treachery of na- 
tives, they finally reached a place of 
safety in the heart of the Himalayas. 

Their hiding place was discovered, 
however, and they were forced to flee 
from place to place, until with the 
fall of Lucknow the mutiny was final- 
ly ended. Mrs. Butler was the only 
American woman who saw the horrors 
of this mutiny, when so many thou- 
sands of Europeans were Blain. 

After the country had quieted down 
Mr. and Mrs. Butler again took up their 
missionary work, and prosecuted It for

EDITORIAL 


Familiar an I am with the beauties 
of Newton, 1 must oonfeas that a trip 
I took thle week about the city to ahow 
a few friends that Newton la one of 
the moat beautiful, if not the moBt 
beautiful city In the Commonwealth, 
opened my eyes to the extent, variety 
and general excellence of our environ- 
ment. 

Our ride covered over thirty miles 
and included the best portions of 
Newton, NewtonvlUe, West Newton, 
Auburndale, Waban, Newton High- 
lands, Newton Centre and Chestnut 
hill and for four hours we rode thru 
streets lined with comfortable and 
beautiful residences, surrounded with 
brilliant salvias, blossoming hydran- 
geas, many hued asters, and set In j 
close cut lawns of emerald. 

I do not believe that many persons 
In Newton actually know how hand- 
some the city Is at this time of the 
year. Instead of taking automobile 
rldeB to far distant points, just spend 
a few hours the coming week In riding 
about the streets of the city and when 
you have finished 1 venture to say 
that you will all be better citizens and 
have more love and respect for Newton 
and Its Inhabitants than ever before. 

The Republicans of the state have a 
splendid opportunity next Tuesday at 
the state primary to show a disposi- 
tion to meet the evident wishes of 
many thousands of voters who, last 
fall, voted the Progressive ticket as a 
protest against the former policies of 
the party.

eight years. Bm a good beginning had 
been made, and when Mrs. Butler vis- 
ited the country, and the scenes of 
her labor. In 1906. she found there 
1 5*4.000 Methodist communicants 
among the natives. 

111-hen llh compelled Mr. Butler to 
leave India in 1865. and returning to 
this country he held pastorates In 
New England until 1873. In that year 
Mr. and Mrs. Butler were sent to Mex- 
ico to found Methodist missions In that 
country. Since the couple left Mexico 
their son Rev. John Butler, has taken 
charge. 

Rev. Mr. Butler died in 1899. 

Mrs. Butler was also the founder of 
the Women’s Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety. which she, together with seven 
other Boston women organized in 
1869. It was she who had the flrBt 
women’s hospital founded in India and 
sent there the first woman physician. 
A $20,000 hospital has been erected at 
Baroda In her honor. She’ mid Dr. 
Butler travelled ill Europe also, and 
revisited both India and Mexico, the 
sceneB of their early Inbors in mis- 
sionary work, and were intensely 
gratified in their later years at the 
immense growth of the work. 

It Is said that Mrs. Butler was the 
only American woman lo behold the 
last of the Grand Moguls In Imprison- 
ment. She was greatly interested in 
ihe recent Durbar, and told of her ex- 
periences at the Durbar in 1857. At 
that time she stood behind a curtain 
to witness the ceremonlea, as women 
were not believed worthy to witness 
formal state functions. Mrs. Butler 
was present at the 5£)th Jubilee in In- 
dia, commemorating the founding of 
the Methodist mission there, and all 
the honors of the occasion were lavish- 
ed upon her. 

She haB been active and keenly in- 
terested in progressive religious move- 
ments. At the age of 89 she addressed 
the Women’s Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety. and up to a month before her 
death was as bright and active as ever, 
her only difficulty being a slight deaf- 
ness. 

Funeral services were held Monday 
afternoon in the Newton Center Meth- 
odist Church and there was a large 
gathering of missionaries, members of 
religious societies and other friends 
to honor her memory. Eight clergy- 
men took part in the services, which 
were in charge of Rev. George H. Par- 
kinson pastor of the Church. 

Rt. Rev. J. w. Hamilton, D. D. of 
Boston, and Rt. Rev. W. F. Thlrkleld, 
D. D. of New Orleans, who has been 
spending the summer on the South 
Shore, were the most noted of the 
clergymen who assisted. The others 
included Rev, W. E. Huntington. D. D.. 
dean of the graduate school of Boston 
University; Rev. Lauress J. BIrftey, 
D. D., dean of the Boston University 
School of Theology; Rev. Dillon 
Bronson, D. D., superintendent of the 
Boston district; Rev. Fred Fisher, D. 
D„ of New York City, secretary of the 
Methodist Board of Foreign Missions; 
Rev. Edwin S. NInde, D. D. of Provi- 
dence, R. I. 

Bishop Thlrkleld, Dr. Bronson and 
! Mr. Parkinson read from the Scrip- 
tures, Dean Huntington offered prayer 
and each of the clergymen paid tribute 
to Mrs. Butler’s long service in her 
chosen field. During the services the 
congregation sang three of Mrs. But- 
ler’s favorite hymns: ‘She Loved Her 
Saviour,” “Jesus, the Very Thought of 
Thee” and “Jerusulem, the Golden.” 

Burial was in the Newton Cemetery; | 
j Rev. George H. Parkinson assumed 
i charge of the committal service.

OLD RESIDENT DEAD 

Charles Henry Burrage, who died 
laBt Friday night at Ills home, Suffolk 
road, Chestnut Hill, was In his eighty- 
ninth year, and had been retired from 
active business life for many years. 
He was a native of Leominster, born 
June 22, 1825, and was the son of Jo- 
siah and Ruth Kilburn Burrage. He 
was the youngest of thirteen children. 
His mother lived to be ninety-four 
years old. He came to Boston when 
under twenty years of age, and devoted 
his attention to the dry goods and 
woolen business and in course of time 
became a partner, first in the firm of 
Richardson, Burrage & Co., which was 
one of the leading dry goods houses of 
the time. His next association was 
with the firm of Wilkinson, Stetson & 
Co., then he was with Hill, Burrage & 
Co., and from 1858 to 1873 he was a 
member of the firm of Burrage Broth- 
ers & Co. of Franklin street. This 
was practically his last active business 
association. In early life he had been 
interested in the Free Soil party. Al- 
ways an active Unitarian he had been 
treasurer of the American Unitarian 
Association and once was treasurer of 
the Benevolent Fraternity of Churches. 

He was twice married. His first 
wife was Miss Mary Greene Hunt of 
Boston, to whom he was married in 
1853. She died in 1861. His second 
wife was Miss Lydia Ixjve of Philadel- 
phia. to whom he was married in 1864. 
She survives him. as do Margaret t\, 
Elsie A. and Paul B. Burrage, all chil- 
dren by the second wife; nnd George 
D. Burrage by the first marriage.

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SMALL VOTE AT STATE PRIMARIES 

Gardner and Burrlll Lead the Republican Ticket 
Barry--Long Vote Close 


The state primary held Inst Tues- 
day attracted scant attention from 
Newton votera, Icbb than 20 per cent 
of the total vote being casl, the actual 
figures being 1403 of which 1122 were 
caBt by Republicans, 185 by Demo- 
crats and 96 by the Progressives. 

The returns were slow in coming in, 
ward 3, the last taking over six hours 
to count. The large number of names 
on the combined three tickets, and 
many new hands as election officers, 
being responsible for the delay. 

On the Republican ticket, Gardner 
carried the city almost three to one, 
bavlng 810 votes to 279 for Col. Ben- 
ton. Burrlll for state treasurer, also 
led Kane, his opponent by 887 to 112. 
For County Commissioner, Major Fred 
P. Barnes of West Newton received a 
flattering vote in a field of six candi- 
dates. having 701 while his nearest 
competitor, ex-Senator Barlow of Low- 
ell had but 104. Representatives El- 
lis, Bothfeld and White were unani- 
mously nominated and the rest of the 
Republican ticket was unopposed. 

On the Democratic side, Long and 
Barry had a close fight, the former 
leading 93 to 86. For state treasurer, 
ManBfleld hnd 96 to 51 for St. Cocur. 
The remainder of the Democratic tic- 
ket was unopposed, the only addition 
to the printed ballot being the selec- 
tion of William H. Mague as the third 
candidate for representative. 
h The Progressives cast but 06 votes 
and were unanimous tn their selec- 
tion of hand picked candidates.

Although the Grand Central Ter- 
minal just completed in New York City 
is Ihc largest railway station in this 
country in point of size, nevertheless 
Bostons South Station can still claim 
the distinction of being the busiest 
railway terminal on this continent, if 
not in the world, handling more trains, 
more people, more baggage and more 
mall every day than any other station. 

Through these two great railroad 
terminals at the two ends of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road Bystem'‘there have passed in one 
year over 50,000,000 passengers, which 
fa more than half the population of 
the United StatPS. The New Haven 
shares the Grand Central with the 
New York Central road and the South 
Station with the Boston and Albany. 

Figures Just complied for the rail- 
road year ending June 30, 1913 show 
that in that year 5,943.474 more people 
passed through the South Station tlmn 
the Grand Central. The total number 
of passengers in and out of the South 
Station in that year on the New Haven 
lines was 28.347,399. The total passing 
in or out of the Grand Central was 
22,403,295. This would mean a daily 
average for the South Station of 77.664 
persons, while 61,379 persona would 
appear dully to use the Grand Central 
Terminal. The figures for the same 
period for the Boston and Albany in 
the South Station were 10.064.108. 

Thus the total number of passengers 
in and out of the South Station for the 
year ending June 30, 1913 was 38.411, 
507. 

In the number of trains handled 
each day the South Station also con- 
tinues to be ahead of the Grand Cen- 
tral Station. Almost twice as many 
trains enter or leave the former as 
compnred with the latter. It should 
be Bald by way of explanation, how- 
ever, that the average number of cars 
to a train is greater at the Grand Cen- 
tral station than at the South station 
owing to the fact that the traffic of the 
South station is distributed over more 
lineB. 

The number of trains entering and 
leaving the South station in the 24 
hour period on week days 1b now 843. 
When the South station was opened in 
1900, only 737 trains a day were han- 
dled. The number of week day trains 
handled ut the Grand Central in the 
same period is 450. On Sundays the 
number at the South station is 328 
and at the Grand Central 249. In the 
rush hour at the South Station 91 
trains leave in 60 minutes, which Is 
more than twice the number operated 
from the Grand Central. 

The figures for trains do not rep- 
resent by any means the total train 
movement of engines and cars as it 
does not include the transfer move- 
ments to and from the storage yards. 
On..Jweek days, for example, at the 
Souwi station. 372 empty trains are 
hauled into or out of the station and 
345 engines without trains move in or

EDITORIAL 


The present popular impression 
that the state primary methods are 
responsible for the light vote east and 
for the tndifference of the people to 
their duties In this respect, Is not Jus- 
tified by the facts. The truth is, there 
la a larger vote east under the present 
plan than under the old caucus system. 
Laat year, the Republican party in 
Newton polled nearly 2000 votes at the 
primary, and this year about 1200. 
Reference to the number cast in pre- 
vious years at the old caucuses, shows 
that in 1900, there were but 748 votes 
cast, in 1901 it dropped to 251, and in 
1904. on account of the candidacy of 
John W. Weeks for Congress, it rose 
to 1460. but in 1906 it fell again to 881. 
The trouble now Is not In the primary 
method, but in the reluctance of the 
average voter to concern himself in 
the government under which he lives. 
It Is human nature which needs cor- 
recting. not the principle behind the 
state wide primary. I am not an en- 
thusiastic supporter of the primary 
plan, particularly on offices in which 
there is little popular Interest, or 
■where the districts are so large as to 
almost prohibit a poor man from run- 
ning for office. I believe a smaller 
ballot should be the first step to be 
taken in this direction and that other 
desirable changes would naturally fol- 
low. . _ 

The result of the state primary, so 
far as it affected the fortunes of the 
Republican party. Is a cause of satis- 
faction to those of us who believe that 
the party should face the future, meet 
ita problems with sanity and common 
sense, cut looBe from a conservatism 
which only retards and join hands 
with all who believe in a reasonable 
progresslveness. Mr. Gardner has a 
great opportunity sb well as the Re- 
publican party. Into hiB hands has 
been given the leadership and it is his 
dulv to endeavor to unite all factions 
of the party, not to disrupt it further. 
In one sense he 1 b right in taking the 
position that his friends Bhould run 
the coming campaign and yet the 
party has elected its state committee, 
and that committee has certain func- 
tions to perform, and should do its 
duty regardless of Mr. Gardner’s per- 
sonal wishes. At the same time, every 
reasonable man will admit, that the 
state coipmlttee, just elected should 
take hold of Itb duty at once, and that 
the campaign should not be in the 
handB of men elected a year ago. An 
effort should be made the coming win- 
ter to change the law in this respect 
and require the members elected at the 
September primary to assume their of- 
fice on October 1st instead of January 
lBt 

With this issue, the Graphic enters 
upon its 41s: volume, and I take this 
opportunity to express my thanks io 
all my friends, subscribers and adver- 
tisers who have given me such loyal 
support in my endeavor to produce a 
clean.

LARGE ENROLLMENT

out from the roundhouses, making n 
total trnln movement at the station of 
1.566 trains and engines. The total 
trnln movement on week days at the 
Grand Central Is 764. 

In the year ending Juno 36, 226.391 
more people departed from ihe Grand 
Central Termlnnl than arrived there, 
and there was an Increase In the total 
number using the Btntion of 824.674 
over the previous year. 

That the new Grand Central Ter- 
mlnnl lias hardly begun to (\o ihe busi- 
ness for which it was designed is 
shown by the fact that while approxi- 
mately 62,000 people use It dally now 
the station when eompleted will have 
a capacity to handle 70,000 people in 
one hour. 

Twenty-one tracks have still to be 
completed ami put In use at the Grand 
Cetilrnl Termlnnl, whereas nil of the 
tracks at the South station in Boston 
are now in use with the exception of 
the two suburban loop tracks, whose 
operation must nwnlt the substitution 
of electricity for Btcam. 

FRIDAY, AUGUST TWENTY- 
SECOND, 1913 

Sloping green fields stretching away 
towards the arms of the busy village — 
great time-old willow clumps — a little 
wandering brook — blue, blue sky and 
fleecy clouds; and illuminating and 
transforming all the green world to 
glory, the bright yellow sun. 

Such on this day in August was what 
in prose we call the Newton Centre 
Plnyground, a natural garden spot for 
the renl life that daily goes scampering 
and rollicking over it in joyous glad 
celebration that one Is young. 

The kind controlling powers hnd 
ordained this to the crowning day of 
all the summer’s play-work. From 
early morning shadows till the sun 
looked on from its golden setting to 
see the tired, happy children go trail- 
ing home there was a succession of 
contests for youths and maidens, tiny 
tots and brawny lads. 

Competition of individuals was en- 
hanced by competitions of communi- 
ties, and a girl or boy who strove for 
success won or lost it not for himself 
alone but for his own locality. A per- 
vading spirit of Sectional patriotism 
was a strong feature of the day. The 
laurels too were well won, for the con- 
tests were often close and exciting, and 
not easily did the victor win his prize. 

Festive and gala, the strains of the 
band set the feet to dancing as now and 
then an unusually irresistable bit came 
to the children’s ears. At noon, In 
little bright groups, they lunched — 
scoreB of them — flocking together by 
feathers — green for Nonantum, orange 
for Upper Falls, red for the Highlands, 
old blue for Farlow Park, red white 
and blue for Lower Falls, navy blue 
for AVest Newton and pink for Newton- 
ville, and yellow for Newton Centre, 
the band playing an accompaniment 
to their dancing spirits. 

In the afternoon for the final con- 
test, hundreds of grownup friends 
gathered to watch and cheer; His 
Honor, the Mayor, and the patronesses 
of the day sat In front of the band 
stand. There were plenty of bravos 
and hurrahs for the winners, and 
laughter and fun for the luckless ones 
who slipped on the sward; or, as fleet- 
ing to the goal, the little lassie lost her 
slipper, but yet sped on to win. 

Certainly ihose who had patiently 
trained the glrlB of the different play- 1 
grounds for the competitive drills de- 
serve great credit. Tile weird Indian 
camp-fire girls from Farlow Park; tho 
orderly military girls from Upper 
Falls; the Newton Centre march with 
thfe darling little standard bearer for 
the pivot, were each in Its way superb- 
ly given. 

When all is said and done, nothing 
could surpass the long-to-be-remem- 
bered picture of n hundred dainty 
maidens in white, with scarves of their 
village colors, In the magical captivat- 
ing Irish Hit. The poise of body, the 
trip of the toe, the toss of the head 
were all so perfect in rhythm and 
grace that one saw an embodied 
poem — a lyric of motion— a something 
one would catch in thought and hang 
In the halls of memory. 

Those who had the privilege of shar- 
ing that day with the children are 
deeply grateful to the director and all 
his assistants and to those generous 
friends of the . association who have 
made the playground possible. 

In the prophesy of Zechariah of the 
New Jerusalem we read, “And the 
streets of the city shall be full of boys 
and girls playing in the streets there- 
of.” No vision of Heaven could be 
complete wit bout ihe playing of little 
children. AVe pruy "Thy Kingdom 
come on Earth as it is in Heaven.’* 
Let us unite to muke this pruyer come 
true.
